: . TOO MUCH OF THEM. 
" . STUPID EXPRESSIONS OF 
: PROS?

Nothing has been more striking 
since the war -than the boom in 
sport. Countries which, 2 fow 
yenrs ago, were hurling lumps of 
steel, filled with T.N.T., at each 
other, are now serving double 
faults, ‘or apologising: for hitting 
each other with w soft ball. Thou- 
sands of young men who quite re- 
cently were invading: each other’s 
country armed with Rand grenades, 
bombs, gas-shells, and bayonets, are 
now continuing the same invasion 
with footballs, hockey-sticks, and 
tennis ‘rackets. 

The so-called. glories of war have 
paled before the. glories of mimic 
war. The nursery is proving a 
more hopeful place than’ the abat- 
toir. Humanity, which is apt to 
shrug its shoulders at the League 
of Nations, -is already. thrilling 
with anticipation at the Olympic 
Gumes.: . Which seems to deman- 
strate that where youth. rules sanity 
prevails. 

Nevertheless, there are probably 
few .subjects upon which there has 
been more nonsense talked’ than 
that of ‘‘braing in sport. Of late 
years there hag sprung up a popu- 
| ilusion that sport requires 
brains, ‘The reason for this is ob- 
vious.

watch. it they would rather read 
about it than about anything else. 
Consequently this demand has had 
ta. be supplied.

The best 
professional batsmen of the day do 
not scoro at an average rate .of 
more than 30 to’ 33 runs.an hour. 


There is not a really fast scorer 
among England’s. leading batsmen, 
although Hobbs and Hendren have 
been known to get the field’on the 
run at times, “By fast,. I mean 
players capable of scoring 40 an 
hour consistently. Against modern 
bowling this cannot be done with- 
out taking risks. 


Players Who Take Risks, 


Jack Hobbs is the best batsman 
of our. time, yet’ even he: cannot 
play a forcing game very often and 
succeed, ‘‘ Get your hundred, Jack 
—then I shal! have a chance!” 
Such: are my thoughts, and : they 
have -been ‘the thoughts of many 
other bowlers. : ee 

Among _ professionals | bowlers 
‘who also can. bat generally take 
these risks. Maurice Tate, for 
instance, has.a natural gift for hit- 
ting. If things. come. off he-has a 
royal time; if they .do not, well 
he proceeds to make up for it by 
taking:'a few wickets. |. . 

That. old-time: hitter, Gilbert 
Jessop, no doubt built up 
natural game on these lines. He 
was a fast bowler, and as such took 
risks when he.came out to’ bat. He 
soon found ‘that this paid him bet- 
ter than playing each ball on its 
merits, . But we. hear often at 
(Lord’s that there was only one Gil- 
bert. Jessop. Certainly his succes- 
sor has not yet been found.
